the melancholy news of the defeat of our army. I 
have received letters from feveral friends, who were in 
the engagement : they fay that gen. St. Clair was on 
horfebacki during all the action, was feen where his 
prefence was moft neceflary, and delivered his orders 
with a cheerful, animated countenance, in the midi 
of the grdateft dangers 3 but his little army was borne 
down by: fuperior numbers of favages, who fought 
with furiaus and defserate courage, The fight was 
gallantly maintained by our troops for above two hours 
during which the artillery was taken and retaken, but 
ultimately loft, together with the ftores and baggage. 
The diftcefles of the wounded, fcattered as they are 
reported to be, from the place of action to fort Wath- 
ington, or cooped up in the garrifons without fupplies, 
are nat to be defcribed ; they are,however, fufficiently 
felt here to roufe numbers to their affiftance : my ex- 
ertions fhall be active, and Í hope that, in three 
days, 1000 or x500 men will be in motion, for, their 
relief. Tell capt. Buchanan’s friends that nothing I

s On my way from fpanifh America acrofs by 
land, I pafled the Kentucky country, where a few 
days after my arrival, and three days previous to my 
departure from thence ( which was on 15th inft.) we 
received certain intelligence of the defeat of our arm 
under the command of gen. St. Clair ; and as I thin 
it requifite that government fhould have the earlieft 
intelligence thereof, I have enclofed your excellency 
acopy of gen. Scott’s circular letter to the county 
lieutenants of Kentucky, alfo an extract from the 
Kentucky Gazette, with a lift of the officers faid to 
be killed and wounded. It does not appear that the 
army were taken by furprife, as che centinels fired a- 
bove fixty fhots at the enemy before the action came 
on; during which time I fuppofe the veterans of the 
foreft were taking their pofition, as it appears they lad 
completely furrounded the army, and attacked it on 
all fides at day break, tomahawk in hand againft ba- 
yonets. ‘They twice furrounded St, Claic’s tent. be- 
ing (ashe generally is) fo ill.with the gout, that he 
could not get out until he was fet on horfe back, and 
then conducted the retreat. The Indians fought the 
army § miles on their retreat ; and were prevented 
from tomahawking the general in his cent by vigilance 
of the troops who defcended it. The battle was 
fought thirty miles from fort Jefferfon, and about 
fifteen miles from the ground on which Harmar was 
defeated laft year.

bill. 

Agreeably to the order cf the day the houfe refolv- 
ed iefelf into a committee of the whole on the poft- 
office bill, agreed to fome fections, altered others, 
rofe, reported progrefs, and afked leave to fit again. 

Dec. 22. Me. Bourne piefented the petii n of 
the merchants, traders, and other inhabicants of the 
town of Newport in the Rate of Rhodeifland praying 
that a routof the pot may be eftablithed from that 
place to Befton, through the towns of Briftol, 
Warren, and Taunton, which was read and -eferred 
to the committee of the whole houte on the bill to 
eftablifh the poft office and poft reads within the 
United States.
